Defeat Turkish Troops. 


Sofia, Bulgaria, Aug. 24.—From 


eastern Adrianople come reports of 
more fighting, which so far appears to 
be resulting chiefly in favor of the 
revolutionists. 
Many villages have 


been burned and their inhabitants 
have taken refuge across the Bul- 
garian frontier. After a long fight at 
Stoiloro the insurgents defeated a de- 
tachment of Turkish troops, which 
lost 20 killed and wounded. At Chana- 
gas%o, near Surovlvo, the insurgents 
are reported to have Annihilated an 
entire Turkish regiment. -At Bulank- 
tera, near Ternovo, 75 revolutionists 
are credited with defeating a Turkish 
battalion. The villages of Andermis 
and Enrlk, near Vasillko, have been 
burned to ashes. The Turks have 
bombarded and destroyed the monas- 
tery of Constantino, near Lbzengrad, 
where 60 insurgents had 
fortified 


themselves. Many villages have been

ON HIS OVi LIFE 


Dr. E. C. Yoltz Tries to Make 


Dramatic Exit From 


Life's Stage. 


CALLED FRIEND 


TO SEE HIM DIE 


Domestic Troubles Alleged 


To Have Been Cause 


Of Deed. 


Dr. E. C. Voltz, Chili's only physi- 


cian, made a dramatic but unsuccess- 
ful attempt at suicide Sunday .morn- 
ing. . He took strychnine, but the fact 
that he took too mucn saved his .life. 


Dr. Voltz is a man of about 45 and 


has a wife and two sons. He stands 
well in the community, but for some 
time past he and his wife have had 
trouble that came to a climax six 
weeks ago, when she left him and 
went to Zanesville to reside with .rel- 
atives. 


DRAMATIC EFFECT. 


Sunday morning about 8 o'clock Dr. 


Voltz called Charles Lorenz into his 
office and unbosomed himself of his 
domestic troubles. 


"I had no idea what he wanted," 


said Mr. Lorenz .to ah Age reporter 


nornjtag, "but /he /told ine all his 


troubles. He seemed ill at ease, and 
after recounting the affair between 
him and his wife, he arose from his 
chair, stepped to his 
prescription 


case, filled a vial, and 
drained it. 


Then he came back and sat down, just 
as he had done before, and kept on 
talking. 
I saw that something was 


working on him, and suddenly his 
eyes became glassy. 


SAID GOODBYE. 


"He stretched out his hand, and 


said feebly 'Goodbye, Charley,' and 
then fell back. I caught him and car-1 
-ried him to a couch and laid him | 
down.

"'Don't call for any doctor; it will j 


be too late when he comes,' he said. 
and fell into a stupor. 
However, I 


was not so sure as he was, and tele- 
phoned for Dr. Kitsmiller at

Largist Guard Encampment In Tim* 


of Ptac* Is Ended. 


Newark, O., Aug. 24.—With the sec- 


ond grand review held under most 
auspicious circumstances," the troop* 
being in fine form, the division en- 
campment of the Ohio National Guard 
was practically ended.

A 
general strike began on Aug. 20 at 
Ekaterinoslav. The troops were sum- 
moned to restore order, met with a 
hostile teception, but dispersed the 
crowd after firing a few shots. Next 
day the tramway and railroad traffic 
was stopped, the newspapers did not 
appear, and the factories were sur- 
rounded by troops. A collision with 
the military occurred. Eleven strikers 
were killed and 12 wounded.

The tax bearer finds Ms 
opportunity In making his return and 
he never falls to exercise it. 


The theory of the law Is that every 


tax bearer is his own assessor, and to 
allow an interested party to hear and 
determine his own case is too good an 
opportunity to be lost. 


The idea of the Hon. Alfred Kelley, 


the founder of ad valorem system in 
Ohio, was that under the sanction ot 
oatha, the tax bearer would tell all 
about his property, and all men would 
make returns according to the exact 
truth, known only to the tax bearer 
himself 
The sanction of oaths has 


proven worthless and useless. It lias 
taught people they can commit moral 
perjury with impunity, and that by so 
doing they can largely escape the bur- 
den of taxation. 


The law taxing personal property, 


moneys, credits and stocks is merely 
a threat by the state, and a threat 
which 
In three-fourths of the cases 


cannot be carried Into execution. 


The state should attempt nothing 


which it cannot do It ought to be a 
great teacher of morals, but in the tax 
laws It teaches immorality and per- 
jury. 


Farmer Perkins—Is there then no 


way In which the state can ascertain 
the intangible property of its citizens 
and compel it to bear its burdens ol 
taxation? 


Lawyer Thorndike—There la prac- 


tically no way. If the state could put 
each tax bearer on the witness stand 
and compel him to tell all he had and 
his entire condition, the system nought 
be a success. But if this were done It 
would cost the state more than the 
taxes. It would require ten years to' 
get the basis for one year's taxation, 
and tlnimb-screws and all other kinds 
of physical torture would not compel 
the truth.

In Great Britain the people lire up 


to Haodcrn present-day ideas, because 
It is not hampered by a written con- 
stitution charged with legislation, but 
In this country we are compelled to 
live up to written constitutions formed 
by persons living at a remote age and 
under conditions totally unlike the 
present. 


Men will not submit to wear the 


fashion clothing of a remote genera- 
tion, but they will and do submit to 
be governed by the ideas of a remote 
generation. The business of the com- 
munity is not conducted according to 
the ideas and methods in 
vogue in 


1851, but its government is. Until the 
people rise in their might and, by 
Jhange of the organic law, make'the 
legislature free to adopt any method 
n accord with" present ideas, ther* 
will be no relief. 


Heretofore the ideas of the farmers 


that the system of 1846 could be en- 
"breed and the ideas of the classes who 
could use it to avoid taxation have 
prevailed. These two classes hare con- 
stituted the majority of the commun- 
ity or been able to control the major- 
ity by specious, but fallacious, argu- 
ments, and so we have been held in 
thralldom to Alfred Kelley's ideas. 
The political economists who do the 
thinking on matters of taxation have 
uniformly condemned the present sys- 
tem, but they are not as yet listened 
to or heeded by the general public. 
The people have begun to think on the 
subject,of taxation, but have not ex- 
pressed themselves. They have been 
content so far to live according to the 
legacy of 1851, but there are now 
hopes that they will form 
ideaa of 


their own and try to carry them into 
execution.

ance and political economy They have 
been at the mercy of the theorists 
who could secure places in the legisla- 
ture or in the constitutional conven- 
tion of 1851, and these theorists have 
done with them what they would. 


The farmers supported the Hon. Al- 


fred Kelley's ideas because they be- 
lieved they could compel the rich- peo- 
ple of the community to pay taxes on 
Intangible wealth. The possessors of 
Intangible wealth have supported that 
Kelley ideas because

PRINCIPLES OF,JUST TAXATION. 


The Ohio State Board of Commerce 


will not permit the people to be mis- 
lead in their action upon the taxation 
constitutional amendment. It has pub- 
lished for the information of the peo- 
ple a statement of the principles by 
which its action on this subject has 
been and will continue to be guided, 
and challenges anyone to give a good 
public reason for not endorsing them. 
This statement follows. 


Taxation Principles. 


1. A taxable subject should be taxed 


but once. 


2. All taxable subjects, similar in 


generic character, capable of being 
taxed upon an identical basis, should 
be included In the same class. 


3. Taxable subjects assigned to a 


tax district should be suoh subjects aa 
tbe taxing body of the district can 
value intelligently and justly. 


4. Publication should be made an- 


nually of all taxable values in every 
,tax district 
The statement should 


give the full name and address of the 
taxpayer, the class and location of the

.property, with a sufficient description 
for correct identification. 
The state- 


ment should be published within 30 
days after the taxable values have 
been determined, and a copy should 
be mailed to every taxpayer whose 
name appears in 
the 
statement. 


Copies of the statement should be sold 
publicly at cost. For the purpose of 
simplifying the work and reducing the 
cost of publication, a taxing body may 
divide a tax district into small assess- 
ment sections, and publish the taxable 
value statement in separate series, one 
number for each 
section, and 
only 


mail to taxpayers a copy of the num- 
ber or numbers containing their name. 
Publicity is the natural regulator of 
the enumeration and valuation of tax- 
able subjects. It is indispensable to a 
simple and just system of taxation. 


6. Equalization of valuations should 


be made between taxpayers only, 
never between tax districts, by a board 
of review for the district in which the 
subjects taxed are situated. 
A tax- 


payer should have a right of appeal 
from the decision of the board of re- 
view of the tax district in whl<jh prop- 
erty owned by him is situated to a 
county board of review. When the tax 
district is a county, or the state, the 
taxpayer's right of appeal should be 
to a state board of review, or to tbe 
supreme court of the state. 


6. When the general assembly de- 


fines and classifies tax 
districts, It 


should fix a minimum indebtedness for 
each district, determined by a fixed 
per cent of the total taxable value of 
the taxable subjects assigned to it 


7. When the general assembly de- 


fines and classifies taxable subjects, U 
should fit a maximum tax rate for 
each class of^subjects. 


t. Valuations aad rates should be 


fixed by the taxing body directly re- 
sponsible to the taxpayers, without 
right of or reason for Interference by 
aay other authority.
